A NORTH-WEST PASSAGE. 


An attempt to discover a North 


West Passage to China was made by 
the Portuguese as early an A. D. 
l.)02. 
In England a company was 


formed in 1585 for this object, and 
Parliament offered £20,000 for such 
discovery. Sir Hugh Willoughby's 
expedition, encouraged by Edward 
VI., was lost off the coast of Lapland 
and the brave commander was frozen 
to death. Numerous hardy 
Arctic 


explorers from Britain followed up 
this impractical idea, and for their 
labors in theso perilous voyages, 
Parry, Ross, Back, Eichardeou and 
Franklin were knighted. 
But all 


their daring, privations and suffer- 
ings resulted in little else than an ex 
tension of geographical knowledge.

The Kitnble Dryer. 


In the Enterprise of the 22d we find 


this account of tha workings of a 
Reno man's invention: 


A tailings dryer, which is th.9 in 


vention of S. W. Kimble, ia in cper 
ation at Parke's upper tailings .mill, 
Sir-mile Canyon, and is doing good 
work. The drying cylinder is two 
feet and a half in diameter and fivo 
and a half feet in length. It is set in 
a furnace in such a way that the cyl- 
inder is surrounded by flames. The 
tailings to be operated upon are fed 
into a hopper at one end of the cylin- 
der just as they come from the 
dumps, und are quite wet. 
At the 


bottom of the feed hopper, which is 
lOila inches in size, is a screw that 
grinds the lumps to some extent and 
forces the tailings into the cylinder. 
This cylinder revolves slowly and 
has a slight inclination toward the 
end at which the dried tailings are 
discharged 
Within the cylinder re- 


volves a shaft on which are arms set, 
at such an angle that they not only 
stir up the tailings with which they 
come in contact, but also advance 
them toward the point where they 
are to be discharged.

In 
this way they" dry very rapidly as 
the moisture they contain passes out 
of them at once in the shape of 
steam. This steam is led through a 
pipe to a condensing tank, whore is 
condensed any quicksilver that may 
be in the tailings. In order to facili- 
tate the passage of the steam to the 
tank from tlie cylinder, a slight 
vanunm is created in the litter. There 
are two of these machines side by 
sidn, but only one was yesterday in 
operation.
